81. Mary B Church In this city, Father 
Hccnnn wns appointed to, tho vacant 
lastorntc, coming to Nowport in Jan- 
uary, 1899. Although tho nfTnira of his 
rarish required much hard nnd thank- 
less work, he quickly 
Identified him- 


self witli tho interests of tho city an a 
whole and bccamo well known through- 
out the community. Ho wns largely in 
alnimeiit.il in llio founding of tho St. 


llnlro homo and tho establishment of 
tho White Sisters who hove nlruady ac- 
complished n groat deal in Iho way of 
help to tho sick and needy, rogardlcss 
of race or creed. He was treasurer of 
tho Home, and wns a member of tho 
board of commissionersof tho Henderson 
Homo forAgedMcn. Ho wns Ihochap- 
laln of Newport Council, Knights of 
Columbus, and also of Division No. 1, 
Ancient Order of Hibernians.

How Standing Armies Oriolnatld. 
The earliest Kuropcnn Btnndlngnnuy 


was that of Macedonia, established 
about 868 11. 0. by rhlllp, fnther. .of 
Alexander the Great. It was tlio sec- 
ond In the world's history, having beon 
preceded only by that of 8e.30lrU Vim- 
raoh of Egypt, who organized a mili- 
tary cssle about 1000 H. C. Of modern 
standing armies, that formed by tho 
Turkish Jaulinrles wna tlrsl,' belnjs 
fully orgiinlied In 1363. It wns n cen- 
tury later that the standing army of 
France, the earliest In western Knropo, 
was established by Charles VII. lu the 
shape of "eompagnles d'ordonnauce," 
numbering 9,000 men. nivalry there- 
upon compelled tho nations to adopt 
similar nicAns of defense. In England 
a standing army proper was first es- 
tablished by Cromwell, but was dis- 
banded under Charles II.. with the es- 
ceptlon of a few regiments called the 
guards, or household brlgiide. This 
was the nucleus of England's present 
army.
